Mixed up about the draff1 Here 
ire some answers to questions you 
may have in mind. 
To begin with, plenty of points 
about the draft still are vague, 
and direct answers can't be given 
right now to all questions. 
That’s because Selective Service 
still is in the process of getting 
organized. 
For example: 4,000 draft boards 
—with at least three members to 
a board—have to be set up, under 
state directors. 
But, first, all the state directors 
have to be appointed, 
Then the 
members of the draft boards have 
to be appointed. 
And they have to find office 
space to set up shop. A ll this is 
expected to be finished by the 
end of August because— 
Men over 18 and under 26 must 
start registering with those boards 
August 
30 and the registration I 
ends September 18. The 25-year 
old men start registering first. 
(There’ll be continuing regis­ 
tration 
after 
September 
18. 
of 
course for youths as they reach 1 
18. About 100,000 reach 18 every 
month.) 
Under the law, as passed bv 
Congress, actual drafting of men 
cannot start before September 22. 
But because of various delays— 
such as time needed for classify­ 
ing the registratrant, and so on— 
the draft 
probably 
won’t start 
before October I at the earliest. 
Maj. Gen. Lewis 
B, 
Hershey 
suggested vaguely that maybe the 
first men to be drafted will be 
those 25 years old. 
(If the army wants to get the 
25-year-old it has to grab them 
fast because every month a lot of 
them reach 26 and are thus over 
the draft age.) 
But that idea of Hershey’s at 
this moment is very vague indeed. 
Hershey at this point frankly says 
he doesn’t know whether the 25- 
year-olds w ill be called first. 
In case you have doubts about 
it, keep this in mind: 
A ll 
war 
veterans 
under 
26 
must register between August 30 
and September 18. That doesn’t 
mean they’ll be drafted. But they 
must register. 
So must all members of the na­ 
tional guard and reserve units— if 
they are under 26— unless they’re 
on active duty. 
Another thing that hasn’t been 
worked out yet in detail is the 
matter of deferments. 
Some 
kinds 
of 
deferments— 
such as youths studying for the 
ministry— are clearly stated in the 
draft law. 
But there are various problems 
of deferment still to be worked 
out and interpreted by selective 
service. 
Under the draft law only men 
over 19 and 
under 
26 
can 
be 
drafted. When they are drafted, 
their 
length 
of 
service 
is 
21 
months. And they can be used 
anywhere: 
inside 
t h e 
United 
States or overseas 
But— youths over 18 and under 
19, although they must register, 
cannot 
be 
drafted 
till 
they've 
reached their 19th birthday 
Yet— those youths over 18 but 
under 19 can enlist for one year. 
B y doing that, they escape the 
longer 21 months’ serv ice if they 
wait till they're 19 and are draft­ 
ed. 
And 
they’ll 
serve 
their 
one 
year 
inside 
the 
United 
States. 
They can’t be used overseas. But

Farm Price Law 


Puts Emphasis 


On Production 


Wortime Supports 
Are Continued, but 
With Some Chonges 


WASHINGTON— Department of 
Agriculture officials say the new 
long-range farm law, approved in 
the closing hours 
of 
Congress, 
moves toward a philosophy 
of 
plenty. The law, known as the Ag­ 
ricultural Act of 1948, works this 
way: 


It continues, with some changes, 
the present high wartime price 
supports through 1949. Then the 
long-range plan, with lower price 
support, 
goes 
into effect. 
After 
1949 the more abundant the crop, 
the less support the farmer will 
receive. The government may pro­ 
vide this support by making loans, 
purchasing crops or other means. 


Department spokesmen say the 
purpose is to give some support to 
abundant crops, but not so much 
support that the man who has to 
buy food has to pay prices too 
high for his pocketbook. If prices 
start sliding downward because of 
an oversupply, the 
federal 
aid 
money to farmers will be increas­ 
ed. This may encourage them not 
to cut crops too sharply. This ties 
in price support with the law of 
supply and demand. The experts 
hope it will 
create 
abundance 
without waste. They say this is 
the first time there has been such 
an 
arrangement covering major 
crops. 
The new law has a new method 
of figuring parity prices. The pari­ 
ty formula attempts to define the 
buying power of the farm products 
during a period of fair farm profits. 
Then it attempts to insure 
the 
farmer the same buying power 
today. (As an instance, if two bu­ 
shels of wheat, in a given period, 
bought a pair of shoes, today’s 
price for wheat would be set so 
that two bushels would be suf­ 
ficient to buy a pair of shoes, al­ 
though in dollars the price is tw ice 
as high. More than 900 items the 
farmer buys are used in determin­ 
ing the price he should receive for 
products he sells.) 


The new parity will be based 
on prices in the 1910-14 period. 
But in addition it will attempt to 
take 
into 
consideration 
changes 
that have taken place in farming 
practices and demand 
for farm 
products since then. For instance, 
it costs less to produce grain today 
than it did in 
1910-14 because 
grain planting and harvesting m a­ 
chines have been invented, reduc­ 
ing farm labor. Also the demand 
for grain has changed. The new 
law average prices for all farm 
commodities during a recent 10- 
year period. Then this average is 
used, at one stage of figuring, to 
establish a “modern” relationship 
among the crops and the profits 
they bring. 
Farm 
officials say 
in general 
this will tend to 
reduce 
grain 
prices of the “basic” commodities 
— corn, 
wheat, 
cotton, 
peanuts, 
rice and tobacco. He may support 
other products at his discretion. 
The tobacco price will be set at 90 
per cent of parity indefinitely. The 
other five basic commodities may 
be supported at from 60 to 90 per­ 
cent of parity. The level will be 
determined by the abundance of 
any commodity. The price may be 
set at 90 percent of parity when 


the size of the crop is 70 percent 
of normal but it may be reduced 1 
as low as 60 percent of parity if 
the size of the crop reaches 130 
percent of normal. In the case of 
tobacco the price will be 90 per­ 
cent of parity whenever marketing 
quotas are in effect to control the 
size of the crop. 
Wool prices will be supported 
at 90 percent of panty until pro­ 
duction reaches 360,000,000 pounds 
a year. At present it is 300.000.000. 
White potatoes will be supported 
at from 60 to 90 percent of parity. 
Other 
farm 
products, 
including 
poultry, 
map 
be 
supported 
at 
from zero to 90 percent of parity.

Mound Yields 
A Series OI 
Unusual Finds 


Big Breastplate and 
Colored Cloth Are 
Among Discoveries 


Work of excavating the mound, 
or mounds, on the Ater farm along 
U. S. 35, 
immediately 
east 
of 
Frankfort, is nearing completion. 
The most remarkable finds made 
to date are fragments of colored 
cloth and a “king's size” copper 
breastplate which measured 1512 
inches in length and 8 4 inches in 
width usually 
the 
breastplates 
are IO to 12 inches in length and 
4 to 5 inches in width. 
The 
colored 
fabric, 
coarsely 
woven, still retained some of its 
original wine color,, and in all 
probability was similar in design 
to the colored fabric found in the 
Seip Mound east of Bainbridge, 
when that huge tumulus was e x ­ 
cavated some 20 years or more 
ago, under direction of Dr. H. C. 
Shetrone. 
In both instances the fabric had 
been mineralized as they were 
found under copper breastplates. 
The color soon fades when exposed 
to the air and light. 
The breastplate, colored fabric, 
and other articles found definitely 
place the mound builders in the 
Hopewell Culture, 
which 
built 
many of the mounds in Ross Coun- 
including the Hopewell group near 
Sulphur Lick, and the Mound City 
Group near Chillicothe. 
* One of the unusual finds made 
in the Ater Mound was more than 
1200 shell beads which had been 
sewed to a blanket, probably used 
for a baby. The design of the beads 
remained but the fabric long since 
had decayed. 
Some stitched leather, and griz­ 
zly bear teeth set with fresh w ater 
pearls, also were found w ith an 
adult burial. 


O ther articles were found, in­ 
cluding ear spools, copper beads, 
and a few flint pieces. 
A sea shell was found with the 
burial, and apparently this had 
been brought to the site from the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
W ork of excavating the mound 
has been under the direction of 
Dr. Richard Morgan, curator of

NEW YORK—

PASADENA, Calif.,—(ZP)—A de­ 
vice which permits astronomers to 
determine the orbits and speeds 
of meteors has yielded evidence 
that some “shooting stars” come 
from debris left by comets, Dr. 
Fred L. Whipple of Harvard Uni­ 
versity reported. 
The instruments consists of two J 
cameras set about 25 miles apart 
which can be snapped either si­ 
multaneously or within short in­ 
tervals of time. Each camera cov­ 
ers a wide field of the sky and is 
equipped with a rotating shutter, 
which m akes it possible to break I 
up the path of light produced by 
the sky visitor. 
With this tool the path of the 
meteror can be determined and 
its speed calculated. Computations 
then can be made to show whether 
it may have come from an area 
where a comet crossed the orbit 
of the earth. 
The orbits of 45 meteors have I 
been determined this way with 
considerable accuracy, Dr. W hip­ 


ple told the American Astronomi­ 
cal Society. They lead him to b e­ 
lieve, he said, that most bright 
meterors come from comet w reck­ 
age rather than from asteriods or 
meteorites. 
Asteroids are little planets rang­ 
ing from two to 500 miles in d ia­ 
meter which circle the sun like the 
earth and other planets. Most of 
them occupy an area between the 
orbits of Mars and Jupiter, far 
outside the earth’s orbit, but a 
few of them may lurk in the vi­ 
cinity of the globe. 
Meteorites are chunks of matter 
which w ander around 
in space 
just beyond the earth. Once in 
awhile one of them gets into the 
ea rth ’s atmosphere. It is travel­ 
ing so fast that friction it pro­ 
duces in the air makes it white 
hot and it becomes one or more 
meteors.

time in the out-of-doors are urged 
to give the plant a wide berth 
when the poisonous variety can 
I be identified. 


Field men of the Ohio Division 
of Conservation! who issued the 
i warning, spend the majority 
of 
; their working hours in the fields 
‘ and woodlands and have learned 
that there is no sure immunity to 
I the poison, but they should avoid 
the plant whenever possible. 
There are some 50 varieties of 
poison ivy plants, the state offi­ 
cials said. The leaves vary in shape 
! and often are hidden by 
other 
plants. For this reason they are 
hard to avoid. The three-leaf va- 
riety seems 
to cause 
the most 
damage, officials said. 
The average duration of symp­ 


toms is ten days. While most of 
the cases are without complica­ 
tions, a secondary infection oc­ 


casionally occurs, can ing abcesses, 


enlarged glands and even blood 
poisoning. Iii any severe ease of 
ivy poisoning, the victim should see 
a physician at once. 


To protect Ohioans from ser­ 
ious injuries, the Division of Con­ 
servation has issued the following 
instructions: 
If a person knows he has been 
in contact with poison ivy, wash­ 
ing with kerosene or gasoline and 
a strong alkali soap may remove 
tile poisonous weed oil, but this 
must be done immediately 
to be 
effective. 


Under no circumstances should 
the superstitious practice of chew­ 
ing poison ivy leaves be followed 
in an attempt to provide immunity.
